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Jail for man who 
attacked author

A “SERIOUSLY disturbed” man 
who brutally attacked author James 
Runcie in Ely in broad daylight has 
been jailed. 

Todd Germeney, 31, of West End 
Close, Witchford, was sentenced to 
24 weeks in prison at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday hav¬ 
ing previously pleaded guilty to the 
unprovoked assault - as well as to a 
number of other offences, including 
affray, causing harassment and pos¬ 
session of drugs. 

Mr Runcie, 56, was walking across 
Cross Green to Ely Cathedral on Sat¬ 
urday, September 19 last year, when 
he was attacked by Germeney. 

Mr Runcie, who is the son of Rob¬ 
ert Runcie, the former Archbishop of 
Canterbury, was in Ely to give a talk 
at the Friends of Ely Cathedral’s AGM. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“The author James Runcie arrived 
by train to conduct a talk. He arrived 
early and they weren’t ready for him 
so he went for a walk around Ely to 
do some research for a book he was 
writing.

“He came to the grounds of Ely Ca¬ 
thedral and he noticed a man who 
walked right up to him.” 

The court heard that Germeney 
asked Mr Runcie if he had ever been 
in Coventry and asked what he was 
doing in Ely. Mr Runcie said he was 
a writer but Germeney demanded he 
proved it. 

Mr Runcie said: “I could smell alco¬ 
hol on him. I showed him my note¬ 
book, hoping that would prove it. 
The man said ‘give me the book and

I’ll give you £10’.” Germeney then be¬ 
came more aggressive and Mr Runcie 
told him to leave him alone. 

“He started to run,” said Mrs Mat¬ 
thews. “Unfortunately [Germeney] 
ran after him and started punching 
him on the head, knocking him over. 

“He kicked and punched Mr 
Runcie, who had his hands over his 
face. Two men ran over to help. Mr 
Runcie’s shirt and suit jacket were 
covered in blood.” 

In a statement, Mr Runcie said: “I 
feel frightened and have lost my con¬ 
fidence. I cannot go out on my own 
now and this is a real problem. Part of 
my work is visiting places to research 
my books. I will no longer be able to 
be as trusting as I once was.” 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, said that 
Germeney was a “seriously disturbed 
individual” who needed help. 

He said: “Much of this disturbing 
behaviour is fuelled by alcohol. He is 
a very disturbed and troubled indi¬ 
vidual. He is suffering psychosis and 
is hearing voices.” 


Magistrates also ordered Germeney 
to pay £80 court costs. 

Speaking to Ely News at the time, 
the Very Revd Mark Bonney, Dean of 
Ely, said: “We were shocked and upset 
to hear of this unprovoked assault on 
Cross Green.... It is a huge relief that 
help came quickly and the physical 
injuries were not more serious.” 

Cross Green is covered by a Des¬ 
ignated Public Place Order (DPPO) 
which gives police the power to move 
individuals on if they are drinking al¬ 
cohol and being anti-social - and ban 
them from the area for a set time. 

At the time of Mr Runcie’s attack, a 
police spokesman said: “There is his¬ 
torically an increase in anti-social be¬ 
haviour in the cathedral area during 
the summer months and it has been a 
priority for local officers. 

“They have been patrolling in the 
area and a number of individuals 
have been dealt with under the DPPO 
powers. 

“We are also using other powers 
under anti-social behaviour legisla¬ 
tion, including CRASBOs (criminal 
anti-social behaviour order), where 
necessary for repeat offenders. 

“This work has resulted in a de¬ 
crease in the number of incidents 
since the summer.”

Couple 
assaulted 
by armed 
robbers 

AN elderly couple were 
robbed and assaulted by 
masked men in their own 
home. 

Four men wearing 
balaclavas entered their 
property in Lark Hall Road, 
Fordham, at around 6.30pm 
on Friday, January 22. 

They threatened the 
occupants, a man and 
woman in their 70s, before 
assaulting them and leaving 
the scene with jewellery 
and cash. 

Police say the victims 
received minor injuries as 
a result of the incident, but 
have described the robbery 
as "harrowing". 

A police spokesman said: 
"This was a harrowing 
ordeal for the victims who 
have been left extremely 
shaken by the experience. 

"It is vital that the 
offenders are apprehended 
as soon as possible." 

Police are keen to speak 
to anyone with information 
or who may have seen a 
vehicle entering the A142 
Fordham Bypass between 
the Downfields roundabout 
and the Fordham Road 
roundabout shortly before 
6.45pm that evening.

shut 


ELY Library could soon be 
closed on Sundays. 

The city’s library, based 
in the Cloisters, is currently 
open from 12-4pm on Sun¬ 
days but Cambridgeshire 
County Council is proposing 
to close the branch that day. 

The move is being consid¬ 
ered as part of the authority’s 
plans to save money and a 
public consultation is now 
under way. 

The plans do not currently 
include changing or reduc¬ 
ing the opening hours for 
any other days - or the open¬ 
ing hours of any other librar¬ 
ies in East Cambridgeshire. 

A statement on the consul¬ 
tation document says: “The 
county council is working to 
identify where front facing 
services will be offered in the 
coming years.

“As part of this work, the 
library service wishes to 
maintain as many open 
hours across all of our librar¬ 
ies and minimise the impact 
of any reduction on library 
customers. 

“We also have to consider 
the impact on partner ser¬ 
vices operating from librar¬ 
ies and minimise the adverse 
impact of any changes on in¬ 
come generated from librar¬ 
ies. 

“In light of challenging 
targets, we intend to reduce 
opening hours at larger li¬ 
braries where savings can 
realistically be made, there¬ 
by protecting the impact on 
smaller community librar¬ 


ies where opening hours are 
much shorter. 

“Ely Library has a number 
of partner services operat¬ 
ing within the building. The 
proposed changes minimise 
the impact of reduced open 
times on these services and 
their customers. 

“Our usage data also 
shows that there are only a 
relatively small number who 
currently use the library on a 
Sunday.” 

People have until February 
15 to have their say.

Pedestrian injured in collision with car in Queen Adelaide 


A WOMAN suffered facial injuries and 
a serious arm injury when she was 
involved in a collision with a car in 
Queen Adelaide. 

The collision happened in Low 
Road, off Ely Road, at around 5.20pm 
last Thursday. 


The incident involved a car and a 
woman pedestrian in her 60s. 

Police and the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust (EEAST) 
attended the scene. 

A spokesman for the EEAST said: 
"The pedestrian, a woman in her 60s, 


suffered facial injuries and a serious 
arm injury. 

"We sent a rapid response vehicle 
and an ambulance to the scene. We 
were on scene within six minutes of 
receiving the call. 

"The patient was in a stable 


condition. She was conscious 
and breathing, and was taken to 
Addenbrooke's by land ambulance for 
further treatment. 

"Her injuries were not believed to 
be life threatening." The driver of the 
car was uninjured.

The trial has been led 
by firefighter Neil Hoskin, 
who said: "As a dog owner 
I appreciate how important 
pets are to people. 

"This new kit means we 
can go just that bit further to 
help improve the chances of 
survival for a pet." 

The kits are being trialled 
on fire engines from Ely, 
Cambridge, Huntingdon, 

St Neots, Kimbolton and 
Dogsthorpe.

Parking issues 
‘are improving’ 


A POLICE crackdown on 
drivers who park irrespon¬ 
sibly and illegally outside 
schools in the Ely area is 
coming to an end - and of¬ 
ficers say the issue is improv¬ 
ing. 

East Cambridgeshire Po¬ 
lice launched a special two- 
week initiative on road safe¬ 
ty at the district’s schools on 
January 18. 

PCSOs have been at differ¬ 
ent schools - both secondary 
and primary - unannounced 
each day at drop-off and pick 
up times - and will continue 
to do so for the foreseeable 
future. 

The message to parents 
is that if they are caught 
parked outside school gates 
or irresponsibly near schools 
then they will be fined - and 
could even get points on 
their licence. 

As of yesterday morning, 
19 £30 fixed penalty notices 
had been issued since the 
campaign launched, and 
schools visited have includ¬ 
ed St Mary’s Junior School 
and St John’s Communi¬ 
ty Primary School in Ely, 
both of Littleport’s primary 
schools, The Weatheralls Pri- 
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mary School in Soham and 
Isleham Primary School. 

Two Traffic Offence Re¬ 
ports (TOR) have also been 
issued - one for a driver who 
was parked on chevrons in 
breach of a prohibition, and 
the other for an allegation 
of driving without due care 
outside one of the schools. 

Police say the TORs could 
result in a £100 fine and/or 
three points on the drivers’ 
licences. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
"The PCSOs are responding 
to concerns with a mixture 
of guidance, words of advice 
and the issuing of fixed pen¬ 
alty notices. 

“Overall we have been in¬ 
credibly grateful for the pos¬ 
itivity that has been shown 
towards us by members of 
the public, by parents and by 
teachers. 

“As we have revisited 
schools we have seen an im¬ 
provement in the situation, 
and this has been confirmed 
by the messages of support.” 


Liz Bassett, head at Ely St 
John’s Primary, said: “I was 
pleased to see the PCSOs 
outside our school although 
they do come out whenever 
we ask them to. 

“The issue that every 
school has is that the num¬ 
ber of pupils is growing but 
there isn’t any more space 
for parents to park, although 
I must say the majority of 
our parents are responsible.” 

Sgt Ryan Carter said: “Of¬ 
ficers were instructed to 
operate with a degree of dis¬ 
cretion around the issuing 
of penalty notices and we’re 
very keen to see that this 
work serves a longer term 
purpose of making the roads 
around our schools safer for 
our children. 

“What’s more pleasing is 
the dialogue that this work 
has encouraged on social 
media and in the local press. 

“It has made people more 
mindful of this issue.”

Lack of light 
is ‘dangerous’ 



RESIDENTS say the removal 
of a streetlight outside their 
houses in Ely has made 
them feel insecure. 

Balfour Beatty is remov¬ 
ing and replacing streetlight 
columns in Mulberry Way, 
off Prickwillow Road, as 
part of its Living Places pro¬ 
gramme. 

The company says that 
of the eight columns it is 
removing, seven are be¬ 
ing replaced with upgraded 
models. 

But the fact that one of the 
streetlights is being perma¬ 
nently removed has angered 
neighbours Lilian Painter 
and Patricia Kreyer. 

Lilian, who is in her 70s, 
said: “I feel insecure in my 
own home now. The street¬ 
light that has been removed 
was right outside my prop¬ 
erty so I notice a consider¬ 
able difference without it 
there. 

“It’s pitch black - when 
I put my bins out at night 
I can’t see a thing. Anyone 
could be lurking outside 
and I wouldn’t be able to see 
them.” 

Lilian has also slammed 
the upgraded streetlights as 
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“useless”. She said: “The new 
lights do not throw out light¬ 
ing over a wide area. 

“The light between Birch 
Close and Aspen has been 
taken away which has left a 
completely black area both 
sides of the road. 

“To walk down Mulberry 
Way is now a hazard and I 
wonder how long it will be 
before an accident occurs 
with someone tripping or 
falling?” 

Patricia, 76, who lives op¬ 
posite Lilian, said: “I cer¬ 
tainly feel like I’ve lost an 
element of security. 

“I’ve lived in my property 
for 11 years and one of the 
reasons I chose the property 
was because it had a street¬ 
light opposite. 

“It’s very dark now and 
actually quite dangerous 
as Mulberry Way is not a 
straight road, there is a 
bend. 

“We’re constantly being 
told to be vigilant against 
crime and to be wary of who 
is knocking at our door, and 


yet streetlights are being 
removed - it doesn’t make 
sense. 

“The streetlights that have 
been upgraded are worse 
than they were too - they 
don’t give off nearly as much 
light.” 

A spokeswoman for Bal¬ 
four Beatty said that where 
street lights are being up¬ 
graded in Cambridgeshire, 
10 per cent of columns are 
being removed. 

Addressing claims that the 
new lights are less effective, 
she said: “The new street¬ 
lights are designed to pro¬ 
vide a stronger level of light, 
but where streetlights have 
been removed, some loss of 
light may be experienced in 
that area. 

“When work has been 
completed in Mulberry Way, 
we will conduct a lighting 
check around the newly in¬ 
stalled lights to ensure the 
emitted light is as per re¬ 
quirements. If not, we will 
increase the lighting level.”

"We want to reiterate 
that hare coursing is a 
blood sport and we have 
no tolerance of it in East 
Cambridgeshire."

"All the staff have been to see him 
and the children who come to visit 
us love to see him as well." 

Charlotte said: "We are still 
looking for a forever home for him 
with a turkey girlfriend or some 
turkey friends - he will need to 
go with other turkeys as he is so 
sociable."

Store is told 
trolley park 
can remain 


THE trolley shelter outside Ely's 
Iceland store will be allowed to 
stay, planners have ruled. 

In November, bosses at 
Iceland Foods were forced to 
apply to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for retrospective 
planning permission because 
they erected a new trolley 
shelter in the Cloisters shopping 
precinct without applying for 
planning permission beforehand. 

The council has now approved 
the retrospective plans, meaning 
the store will not have to alter or 
remove the shelter. 

Planning officer Jon Pavey- 
Smith said: "The main 
consideration when determining 
this application is the impact on 
the character and appearance 
of the conservation area, and 
the impact on the residential 
amenity of neighbouring 
properties. 

"While not the most attractive 
piece of street furniture, it has 
been set back close to the store 
entrance in the recessed area 
between the entrance and the 
neighbouring property. 

"The trolley shelter is 
relatively small in nature and 
will not fundamentally alter 
the character or appearance of 
the Iceland store or the wider 
conservation area."

Bungled raid 
at train station 
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RAIDERS used a welder in a 
bid to steal from a cash ma¬ 
chine in Ely - but failed to 
get to the money. 

Commuters arrived at the 
city’s railway station last 
Thursday morning to dis¬ 
cover police officers present 
and half of the ticket hall cor¬ 
doned off. 

The gang had ripped the 
cash machine from the stand 
- although police say the of¬ 
fenders did not manage to 
get into the safe part of it. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
said they were called to the 
scene at around 5am. The 
incident is now being han¬ 
dled by the British Transport 
Police (BTP). 

Jennie Stearn, from Little 
Downham, was among the 
surprised commuters. 

She said: “I arrived at the 
station, as I do most morn¬ 
ings, not long after 7.45am, 
and couldn’t believe it when 
I walked into the ticket of¬ 
fice. 

"There was a police cor¬ 


don across half the ticket 
hall and then I saw what had 
happened. 

“You certainly don’t expect 
to see something like that 
happen in Ely.” 

Another resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“I got a bit of a surprise when 
I saw what had happened. 

“You hear of JCBs being 
used to tear cash machines 
out of walls but not of thieves 
trying to do it like they did in 
this incident - and then fail¬ 
ing miserably.” 

A spokesman for BTP said: 
“We were called to Ely sta¬ 
tion shortly after 5am on 
January 21 to reports of a 


break-in. 

“Colleagues from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
also attended and found the 
station had been accessed 
and an attempt made to 
break into a cash machine. 

“Enquiries into the inci¬ 
dent are ongoing.”

Yellow lines 
would help

I’m a second 
class pensioner 

As a 77-year-old having 'paid in' 
all my working life (initially as 
an employee and then as a self- 
employed person) I have recently 
realised that I am soon to become a 
second-class basic state pensioner. 

I receive £115.95 per week at 
present. That amount will be 
increased by 2.5% to £119.30 per 
week in April through the effect 
of the so-called 'triple lock.' I am 
grateful for the 'triple lock.' 

But also in April, many of those who 
will be newly retired will receive the 
new 'flat-rate' basic state pension 
of £155.65 per week, i.e. £36.35 
(£1,890 per annum) more than me 
and without their having 'paid in' for 
more years than me. 

This will be seen as unfair and unjust. 
The government should remedy this 
unfairness and injustice. It gets worse, 
however, for, as promised, the two 
different levels of basic state pension 
are to be increased by the 'triple lock' 
for the remainder of this Parliament. 
The difference, presently £36.35 per 
week, will grow and grow. 

As a very helpful Burwell couple have 
told me, it doesn't take a genius to 
see that if my basic state pension of 
£119.30 is increased by 2.5% and 
that of those on the new 'flat-rate' 
basic state pension of £155.65 is also 
increased by 2.5%, the latter will do 
much better than me. 

I now reckon that by 2021, if I live, I 
shall have become a third-class basic 
state pensioner.

East Cambs District Council: 

I HAVE read most of the material 
produced for this application as 
published in the local press, and I 
have several objections to make: 

First: I understand that the District 
Council has applied to itself for 
planning permission to build 11 
dwellings on the Barton Road 
frontage, a procedure which, even if 
there is precedent, is undemocratic, 
and in view of much opposition 
expressed already, wrong in this case 
particularly. 

Second: much of what is very 
reasonable objection to this project 
is understandably focused on the 
site in Barton Road but does not 
sufficiently consider the impact of 
what would be a permanent loss 
of this very important asset to Ely's 
parking provision and damage to 
the traffic flow through the city. 

Coach parking would be removed 
from Barton Road and the resulting 
congestion approaching the traffic 
lights at the High St, Minster Square, 
Lynn Road and, further on, Nutholt 
Lane, Egremont St and Lynn Road, 
and Newnham St cross roads would, 
as coaches arrive and later collect 
their passengers, be far worse than it 
is already. Delivery lorries servicing 
the major shops of Ely and local buses 
already crowd these junctions far 
more than even a few years ago.

Fast broadband 
in 24,000 homes 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE has been 
dubbed a “leading digital 
county” as its take-up of su¬ 
perfast broadband is among 
the highest in the country. 

The roll-out of high-speed 
fibre broadband in the coun¬ 
ty is now reaching close to 
100,000 homes and business¬ 
es which could not access it 
before, meaning the county’s 
take-up of fibre broadband 
is nearly 30 per cent - among 
the highest in the UK. 

The Connecting Cam¬ 
bridgeshire programme, led 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, has successfully 
completed the multi-million 
million first phase of the 
broadband roll-out - and 
says just under 24,000 homes 
and businesses in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire now have access 
to superfast broadband. 

A spokeswoman for the 
programme said that approx¬ 
imately 60 premises where fi¬ 
bre delivery has been delayed 
from December 31 are due to 
be connected by March 2016. 

She said: “Connecting

and speeds during follow-on 
phases in 2016-2017. 

“The programme is work¬ 
ing with BT and Openreach 
to find the best solutions to 
connect as many places as 
possible with fibre, and will 
announce further details 
shortly. 

“We are aware there is more 
work to do to connect some 
areas that are harder to reach, 
or where there are speed, cov¬ 
erage or ordering and capac¬ 
ity issues including Burwell, 
Cheveley, Ely, Littleport, Lit¬ 
tle Downham, Prickwillow, 
Reach, Soham, and Stuntney. 

“Updates will be posted 
on the Connecting Cam¬ 
bridgeshire website and we 
will keep parishes and resi¬ 
dents informed.” 

Digital Minister Ed Vaizey 


has praised the programme 
for the work carried out so far. 
He said: “The Government’s 
rollout of superfast broad¬ 
band is making tremendous 
progress, and with one of the 
highest take-up rates in the 
UK, Cambridgeshire is a lead¬ 
ing digital county. 

“We’ve already reached 
an additional 3.5 million 
UK homes and businesses, 
almost 100,000 in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire alone, and the 
Connecting Cambridgeshire 
project will reach another 
6,000 premises in the next 
phase of our plan.” 

The next two years will 
see the programme reach¬ 
ing some of Cambridgeshire’s 
most challenging rural areas 
with other technologies, such 
as wireless and satellite.

You can help 
reduce crime 


POLICE are encouraging 
residents to get involved 
with their local Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch. 

Policing East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire says the scheme 
has a “great track record na¬ 
tionally and is closely linked 
to areas that are more resist¬ 
ant to burglary and vehicle 
crime”. 

Sue Loaker, crime reduc¬ 
tion officer for East Cambs, 
said: “We strongly support 
the good work that Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch undertake 
to help keep our communi¬ 
ties safe. 

“There are a total of 151 
schemes throughout East 
Cambridgeshire, however 
some of the parishes are 
poorly covered and sev¬ 
eral fail to have any active 
schemes.” 

Sue said: “Neighbourhood 
Watch is a scheme set up in 
a street or in some cases an 
entire village. The aim is to 
reduce crime and to address 
other community issues. 

“Each scheme member 
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is asked to keep a watchful 
eye on any suspicious activ¬ 
ity and report this to other 
neighbours and where nec¬ 
essary, the police. 

“These volunteers receive 
updates from the police via 
the alert system and in turn 
are expected to pass this 
message onto scheme mem¬ 
bers in an effort to keep you 
up to date with what is hap¬ 
pening in your area.” 

Kevin Evans, secretary of 
the East Cambs Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch Association, 
says Neighbourhood Watch 
is “filling the gap” as cuts 
continue to be made to lo¬ 
cal policing and authority 
services. 

He said: “We are in a peri¬ 
od of cuts which is resulting 
in a reduction of staff within 
the police and local author¬ 
ity support services. 

“It may not be admitted by 
the authorities but reduced 


staff numbers invariably 
result in a reduced service. 
Neighbourhood Watch is in 
some way filling the gap. 

“Neighbourhood Watch 
was established to work 
with the local police force to 
reduce crime and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour and also the 
fear of crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

“This support to the po¬ 
lice force is as important 
now as it ever was. The po¬ 
lice need the support of resi¬ 
dents if crime and disorder 
in Ely is to be contained, 
and even more so, if it is to 
be reduced. 

“In addition to supporting 
the police, Neighbourhood 
Watch is there to encourage 
neighbourliness and im¬ 
prove the quality of life for 
local residents and tenants.”

Goodjohn ready for 
English title contest 


THE opportunity to fight for the English 
welterweight title may have come sooner 
than expected for Tyler Goodjohn. 

But in only his second contest since 
moving up to the division, the Wentworth 
hitter is excited at the prospect of taking 
on Johnny Garton for the belt at London’s 
York Hall on March 19. 

He won the corresponding strap 
at light-welter in 2014 and is keen to 
make an early impression at the higher 
weight. 

Goodjohn, 24, who beat Ivo Gogosevic 
at the same venue on his step up last 
month, said: “I thought I’d have to go 
down the Southern Area (title) route, 
but it shows how much weight my 
name carries to have one fight at wel¬ 
terweight and then go straight for the 
English. 

“I’m fighting the guy who was the 
mandatory (challenger) for it, but 
then to get picked in front of a packed 
division for a shot is exciting.” 


Goodjohn (pictured) admitted he 
was glad the chance of a big title bout 
had come along though, after doubting 
his motivation following his win 
over Gogosevic. 

He said: “I was expected to 
win and I found it very hard 
to get up for that last fight. 

“Although I won, I 
didn’t really get the 
buzz for it and if I’m 
completely honest, I was 
saying to my family ‘this 
is going to be my last 
fight’. 

“I’ve spoken to foot¬ 
ballers who have played at 
a high level and they’ve said 
they’ve found it hard to get up 
for a game where you’re expected to 
win and walk over people, but they’re 
the fights or games you can slip up in. 

“I knew it was going to take a really 
big fight to get it back and luckily I’ve 



now got a shot for the English title. It’s 
almost like it was meant to happen.” 
London fighter Garton, 28, has 
lost just one of his 18 contests 
and is a former Southern Area 
champion. 

Goodjohn said: “It’s going 
to be a tough fight for me.” 

Meanwhile, Riley Smith 
will go over familiar ground 
in his bid for victory at the 
Eastern Counties Youth 
Championships in Col¬ 
chester tomorrow. 

The Haddenham & Ely 
fighter comes up against Jake 
Sumner in the under-69kg 
final, having already beaten 
the Sudbury puncher in the NABC 
Championships earlier this season. 

Smith will feel confident of repeating 
the feat and moving into the English 
Championships quarter-finals next 
month.

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Falkner and Brett 
on top of the world

ELLEN Falkner and Nicky 
Brett have won their respec¬ 
tive singles titles at the Just 
Retirement World Indoor 
Championships. 

City of Ely player Falkner 
completed a hat-trick of 
women’s singles crowns with a 
close-fought 10-9, 8-7 victory 
over Rebecca Field in the final 
at Hopton on Sea. 

It ends a decade-long wait 
for Falkner to be crowned 
world champion once more, 
having previously taken the 
honours in 2005 and 2006. 

Against her fellow England 
international, she raced into 
an early 3-0 lead in the opening 
set only for Field to claim a full 
house of four shots in the fifth 
end to go 6-3 up. 

But with the 2013 champion 
leading 7-5 after eight ends, 
Falkner produced a maximum 
to send the set 9-7 in her favour 
and despite a determined 
fightback from Field, she held 
on to take the set. 

Field looked to respond 
in the second set and took a 
3-0 advantage, and even as 
Falkner kept trying to come 
back, the former was 7-5 
ahead after nine ends. 

However, Falkner made 
things level going into the final 
end and held on to a single 
shot to secure the title. 

She said: “Rebecca played 
incredibly well and she put 
me under a lot of pressure. 

“It was the conversion 
bowls that were the difference, 
but what a great spectacle of 
bowls it was and I’m just glad 
we both performed well in the 
final. 

“There’s obviously a lot of 



pressure and expectation, 
but we both came in with the 
attitude that what will be, 
wiR be and just go out and 
perform your best and try to 
give a great game. I think we 
managed to do that.” 

Meanwhile, world No 1 Brett, 
who beat Ely’s Greg Harlow 9-4, 
6-6 in the quarter-finals, went 
on to win the open singles for 
the first time following a 9-9, 
12-9 victory over Robert Paxton 
in the final. 

He said: “It’s absolutely first 
class to do this in front of 
family and friends. 

“I can’t thank them enough 
for coming along. 

“The crowd have been great 
to me. I was struggling a bit (in 
the 6-7,7-6,2-0 semi-final win 
against David Gourlay), but 
they pulled me through.” 

“You try to look for 
momentum in the final. It 
may not have been epic. All 
in all, I just managed to do 
enough when I needed it.”

And Crusaders had a chance to 
win the game in the last play as 
they had a penalty on the 22 near 
the touchline, but to Ely's relief, the 
kick fell short.

Disappointing 
City knocked 
out of the cup 

ELY City suffered a disappointing 
exit from the Thurlow Nunn 
League, First Divsion Cup, going 
down 1 -0 at home to Stowmarket. 

The Robins were below-par for 
the entire match and after falling 
behind in the 12th minute, they 
were unable to find their form to 
get back into the game. 

They did force the Stowmarket 
keeper to make three good saves, 
but the performance lacked the 
quality manager Brady Stone has 
come to expect from his players. 

"It was very disappointing," he 
said. 

"We didn't really turn up. We 
had chances but I was disappointed 
in how we played. 

"At least now we can just focus 
on the league." 

Robbie Nightingale felt Soham 
Town Rangers were short-changed 
by a controversial decision not to 
award a penalty in stoppage time 
as the Greens suffered a 2-1 loss 
at AFC Hornchurch in the Ryman 
League, North Division. 

The defeat was hard to take, 
not least because the Greens had 
dominated for large periods of the 
match and created several good 
chances to score. 

But the officials' decision not 
to award a spot kick after Salim 
Relizani appeared to be held back 
made it even worse. 

"I don't like to moan," said 
joint-manager Nightingale. 

"But I thought the referee got it 
completely wrong. There's no reason 
for Salim to fall over on his own. 

"He was through on goal. We 
were looking from behind and you 
could see the (Hornchurch player's) 
arm pull him back." 

As it was, play was waved on and 
Rangers went on to lose. 

Hornchurch took the lead early 
in the first half with a deflected 
shot but from then on Rangers 
controlled possession. 

After a slow start to the second 
half, during which the hosts added 
a second, Soham found their form 
and again took control. 

Craig Hammond gave them hope 
with his first goal for the club in the 
70th minute. 

But despite their continued 
dominance, Soham were unable 
to get the second goal their efforts 
deserved, and Hornchurch held on 
for victory. 

Nightingale, who also confirmed 
that Ben Sawyer has left the club, 
added: "It was a really good team 
performance that deserved more." 
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
